I never shall forget how he lifted me 
once from the slough of despond. I bad 
never tried, a case io court, was exceeding- 
ly nervous about making the attempt, and 
relied entirely upon my partner, Mr. Fes- 
senden. One day a case wan called in 
which we were counsel, and, to my hor- 
ror, word was brought to fhe court house 
that Mr. Fessenden was sick and would 
not be able to he present, fasted for a 
^continuance, which ifce Judge, in tbe kind- 
liest manner possible, declined to grant; 
called me to him and said: 'Now, Frye, 
this Is your opportunity. You can, it you 
please, try a ease as ably as any man at 
t,hla bar. I will see that you bave perfect- 
ly fair play, and It will be a little strange 
It you and I together Cull to secure for 
your client Justice.* We succeeded, and In 
his charge to the jury Judge Appleton paid 
me ft very high and, undoubtedly, an en- 
tirely underserved compliment. 
After tbat experience I tried; my own 
cases, and whatever success 1 may have 
achieved, has been largely due to tbe 
Judge. From that day to this I have been 
bis constant ,and enthusiastic friend and 
admirer.
